commission of such large negotia-
tions as these and the people will see
to it that there is not, if a rational
study of the sitnation can save it.

There is no use, nor sense, in ex-
ploiting the biggest and finest of As-
toria’s civic developments, upon ill-
advised, hali-prepared, and inconse-
quent prelimiparies; time must be
taken to inform the people of the last
detail of preparation and cost and
scope; and if those in charge of the
movement do not give that time, the
people will simply take it.
